Are  you  receiving  a lot  of  calls  from  people  in  La  Plata  County,  or  not  just  in  La  Plata,  but 
in  general,  from  homeowners  who  have  sediment  in  their  small  waterways  and  want  to 
know  how  to  dispose  of  it,  and  if  their  water  is  safe  for  their  gardens,  etc?  Does  the  EPA 
dispose  of  the  sludge,  or  is  that  up  to  those  homeowners?  How  do  they  dispose  of  it? 
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EPA  has  received  approximately  10  requests  from  LaPlata  County  property  owners  to 
sample  sediment  on  their  property.  Data  will  be  released  to  homeowners.  EPA  is 
currently  evaluating  sediment  sample  results  to  make  determinations  on  further 
actions. 


Is  it  the  homeowner’s  responsibility  to  call  in  if  they  have  concerns,  or  did  the  EPA  check 
in  on  everyone? 

Do  you  respond  to  each  call?  What  is  the  protocol  for  that? 


EPA  receives  citizen  inquiries  through  the  Gold  King  Mine  call  in  center  and  follows 
up  on  each  inquiry. 
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
